1 . (Currently Amended) An image forming apparatus, comprising: 

an input device for receiving image data as an input; 

a transfer portion for transferring the image data received by the input 
device to an imag e memory of a memory-incorporating apparatus having an image 
memory connected to the input device via a network; 

a memory recall key which generates a memory recall signal in direct 
response to pressing of the memory recall key by a user after a transf e r of t he 
transfer portion transfers the image data roo o iv o d by tho input d e vice to the i mag e 
memory of the memory-incorporating apparatus connoctod to tho input d o vico via 
th o n e twork for r o exocution of an output instruction ; 

a reception portion for receiving the image data which is transferred bv 
the transfer portion and stored in the image memory of the memory-incorporating 
apparatus in accordance with the memory recall signal: and 

a printing device for forming an image with use of the image data 
received by the reception portion. 
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2. (Currently Amended) The image forming apparatus as defined in claim 

1, further comprising: 

a retrieval portion for retrieving th o image data in th e i mage memory of 
the memory-incorporating apparatus connected to the network. 

3. (Currently Amended) The image forming apparatus as defined in claim 

2, wherein the transfer portion transfers the image data received by the input device 
to t ho imag o m e mory of the memory-incorporating apparatus retrieved by the 
retrieval portion. 

4. (Previously Presented) The image forming apparatus as defined in 
claim 2, further comprising: 

a warning device for informing a user that the retrieval portion can not 
identify any memory-incorporating apparatus. 

5. (Currently Amended) The image forming apparatus as defined in claim 

2, further comprising: 

a transfer instruction deviee-Kg^for inputting a data transfer instruction 
in response to op e ration - pressing the transfer i nstruction kev bv a user, wherein 

the retrieval portion retrieves tho imag e data in th e imago memory of 
the memory-incorporating apparatus when the data transfer instruction is inputted. 

6. (Previously Presented) The image forming apparatus as defined in 
claim 1 , wherein the memory recall key is displayed on a display device. 
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7. (Currently Amended) The image forming apparatus as defined in claim 
6, wherein the memory recall key is displayed when the retrieval portion identifies 
[[a]] thejriemory-incorporating apparatus, whereas the memory recall key is not 
displayed when the retrieval portion identifies no memory-incorporating apparatus. 

8. (Currently Amended) The image forming apparatus as defined in claim 
6, wherein the printing dev ice forms the image d ata received by the input device 
after the transfer portion transfers the image data rece ived bv the input device, and 
the memory recall key is displayed on the display device during or after image 
forming operation by the printing device with use of thejmage data i np u tt e d received 
by the input device. 

9. (Currently Amended) An image forming apparatus, comprising: 
a reading device for creating image data by reading an image 

document; 

a buffer for holding th o imago data cr e ated by th o r e ading dovice; 

a printing device for forming a copy of the image document on a sheet 
of paper based on the image data h n iri i n th n hi i fterr.mated bv the reading device : 

a transfer portion for transferring the image data otorod in th e buff e r 
created bv tha reading device t o an imag o memory of a memory-incorporating 
apparatus having an image memory connected to a network via the network; 

a memory recall key which generates a memory recall signal in direct 
response to pressing of the memory recall key by a user after a transfer of tbj| 
transfer portion transfers t he image data r o c o iv o d by tho input dovice to th o imag e 
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mem ory of the memory-incorporating apparatus connected to th e input d e vice v i a 
th e netwo rk; 

a reception portion for receiving the image data which is transferred bv 
the transfer p ortion and stored in the image memory of the memory-incorporating 
apparatus in accordance with the memory recall signal; and 

a control unit for controlling the printing device so as to which forms an 
image with use of the image data received by the reception portion. 



10. (Currently Amended) The image forming apparatus as defined in claim 

9, further comprising: 

a retrieval moans portion for retrieving the i m age d ata fr o m the i mage 
memory in the memory-incorporating apparatus connected to the network. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The image forming apparatus as defined in claim 

10, wherein the transfer portion transfers the image data created bv the reading 
device to the memory-incorporating apparatus retrieved by the retrieval portion. 

12. (Previously Presented) The image forming apparatus as defined in 
claim 10, further comprising: 

a warning device for informing a user that the retrieval portion can not 
identify any memory-incorporating apparatus. 



13. (Currently Amended) The image forming apparatus as defined in claim 
10, further comprising: 
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a transfer instruction devtee- kev f or inputting a data transfer instruction 
in response to operat i on pressing t he transfer instruction kev bv a user, wherein 

the retrieval portion retrieves th e imag e data from tho imag e memory in 
the memory-incorporating apparatus when the data transfer instruction is inputted. 

14. (Previously Presented) The image forming apparatus as defined in 
claim 9, wherein the memory recall key is displayed on a display device. 

15. (Currently Amended) The image forming apparatus as defined in claim 
14, wherein the memory recall key is displayed when the retrieval portion identifies 
[[a]] the memory-incorporating apparatus, whereas the memory recall key is not 
displayed when the retrieval portion identifies no memory-incorporating apparatus. 

16. (Currently Amended) The image forming apparatus as defined in claim 
14, wherein the printing device forms the image data c reated bv the reading device 
after the transfer portion transfers the ima ge data cr eated bv th e reading device, and 
the memory recall key is displayed on a display device during or after image forming 
operation by the printing device with use of image data inputt e d created bv the mpwt 
reading device. 

17. (Currently Amended) An image forming method for an image forming 
apparatus connected to a network , comprising: 

a first receive step of receiving image data as an input; 
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a transfer ste p of t ransferring the r e c e ived image data received in the 
first receive step to an image m e mory of a memory-incorporating apparatus having 
an image memory connected to ffa llthe network via the network; 

a generate step of generating a memory recall signal in direct response 
to memory recall key pressing by a user after a transf e r of the image data i§ 
transferred r e c ei v e d by tho input de vic e to tho im a g e memory of the memory- 
incorporating apparatus in the transfer step conn o ctod to th e input d e v i ce via the 
n e twor k; 

a second receive step of receiving the image data which is transferred 
in the transfer step and stored in the image memory of the memory-incorporating 
apparatus in accordance with the memory recall signal; and 

a form step of forming an image with use of the r e c ei ved image data 
received in the second receive step. 

18. (Currently Amended) An image forming method for an image forming 
apparatus connected to a network, comprising: 

a create step of creating image data by reading an image document 
with a reading device; 

ho l ding tho imag o d a ta creat e d with tho r e ading d o vico in a buffer; 

a form step of forming a copy of the image document on a sheet of 
paper based on the image Hate- stored i n the buffe r created in the create step: 

a transfer step of transferring the image data h ol d in th o buff e r aggtgd 
in the create step to an imag o memory of a memory-incorporating apparatus having 
an image memory connected to [faHthe network via the network; 
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a generate step of generating a memory recall signal in direct response 
to memory recall key pressing by a user after a transf e r of the image data r eceived 
by th o i n p ut d e vic e is transferred to th e image m e mory of the memory-incorporating 
apparatus conne ct ed to th e i nput de vic e v i a th e ne two rkjn the transfer step: 

a receive step of receiving the image data which is transferred in the 
transfer step and stored in the image memory of the memory-incorporating 
apparatus in accordance with the memory recall signal: and 

a form step of forming an image with use of the received image data 
received in the receive step . 

19. (Previously Presented) An image forming system for connecting a 
memory-incorporating apparatus incorporating an image memory which can store 
image data to an image forming apparatus via a network, the image forming system 
comprising: 

an input device for receiving image data as an input; 

a transfer portion for transferring the image data received by the input 
device to the image memory of the memory-incorporating apparatus; 

a memory recall key which generates a memory recall signal in direct 
response to pressing of the memory recall key by a user after a transfer of the image 
data received by the input device to the image memory of the memory-incorporating 
apparatus connected to the input device via the network; 

a reception portion for receiving the image data stored in the image 
memory of the memory-incorporating apparatus in accordance with the signal; and 

a printing device for forming an image with use of the image data 
received by the reception portion. 
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20. (Previously Presented) An image forming system for connecting a 
memory-incorporating apparatus incorporating an image memory which can store 
image data to an image forming apparatus via a network, the image forming system 
comprising: 

a reading device for creating image data by reading an image 
document with a reading device; 

a buffer for holding the image data created with the reading device; 

a printing device for forming a copy of the image document on a sheet 
of paper based on the image data held in the buffer; 

a transfer portion for transferring the image data held in the buffer to 
the image memory of the memory-incorporating apparatus; 

a memory recall key which generates a memory recall signal in direct 
response to pressing of the memory recall key by a user after a transfer of the image 
data received by the input device to the image memory of the memory-incorporating 
apparatus connected to the input device via the network; 

a reception portion for receiving the image data stored in the image 
memory of the memory-incorporating apparatus in accordance with the signal; and 

a control unit for controlling the printing device which forms an image 
with use of the image data received by the reception portion. 

21. (Previously Presented) The image forming apparatus as defined in 
claim 1, wherein the image forming apparatus does not have an image memory. 
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22. (Previously Presented) The image forming apparatus as defined in 
claim 9, wherein the image forming apparatus does not have an image memory. 

23. (Previously Presented) The image forming method as defined in claim 

17, wherein the image forming apparatus does not have an image memory. 

24. (Previously Presented) The image forming method as defined in claim 

18, wherein the image forming apparatus does not have an image memory. 

25. (Previously Presented) The image forming system as defined in claim 

19, wherein the image forming apparatus does not have an image memory. 

26. (Previously Presented) The image forming system as defined in claim 

20, wherein the image forming apparatus does not have an image memory.
